“The conversion of the New South 
W ales London loan of 13 millions at 
a rate approximately to an effective 
four per cent, has indicated good 
prospects, in a period of declining 
interest rates, of converting about 90 
millions of overseas loans early next 
year. Money,grows cheaper. At the 
end of September, 1932, the deposits 
in Australia’s Associated, banks 
showed an excess of 36 millions over 
advances. In September of 1931 the 
excess was 15 millions. 

“Government accounts for the cur¬ 
rent year show that the aggregate 
r deficit for Commonwealth and States 
at the end of June next will be well 
w thin nine millions, the limit fixed 
by the Premier’s Plan, which was ex¬ 
plained in past issues. Political sta¬ 
bility has been reached. The country 
lias advanced with renewed confi¬ 
dence on a sound system, bringing 
expenditure within revenue, taking 
advantage of cheap money to lessen 
its indebtedness, encouraging indus¬ 
try and losing no chance of putting 
its unemployed—the number «>- 
stantly lessens—back to work. Cheap 
er money has given a stimulus to the 
building trade, and is gradually ex¬ 
tending investment in production. A 
relatively small upward movement 
in world wholesale prices will have a 
notable affect upon Australia’s pros-. 
perity, removing economic difficulties 
and reabsorbing in great part the 
surplus labor.” 

The Lethbridge Herald continues: 
"Australians are paying, their debts, 
building new buildings, buying the 
poods made in their factories and 
imported in trade for their wheat 
Australians feel prosnerous and ex¬ 
hibit a feeling of buoyancy which is 
in direct contrast to the strangled 
feeling of every Canadian farmer.”
